Andrea  Gritti  (1454-1538)  acquired  a  high  reputation  as  a  general 
in  the  war  carried  on  by  the  Venetians  against  the  league  of  Cambrai, 
and  reconquered  the  towns  of  Brescia  and  Bergamo  from  the  French  in 
1512.  Being  afterwards  made  prisoner,  he  signed  a  treaty  of  alliance 
between  Louis  XII  and  the  Venetian  Republic.  He  was  elected  Doge  in 
1523,  and  died  in  1538.

Sarah  ('Sally')  Siddons  (1775-1803)  was  the  daughter  of  Mrs. 
Sarah  Siddons,  the  great  actress  and  friend  of  Lawrence.  She  and  her 
younger  sister,  Maria,  became  famous  in  London  for  their  beauty.  In 
1795,  when  her  daughter  was  twenty,  Mrs.  Siddons  gave  her  consent  to 
Sally's  engagement  to  Lawrence,  but  by  the  end  of  1797  Maria  replaced 
her  sister  in  the  artist's  affections.  Lawrence  painted  many  portraits  and 
sketches  of  the  two  sisters  {vide  Sir  Walter  Armstrong,  Lawrence,  191 3, 
passim ) .

George  C.  Mason,  in  The  Life  and  Works  of  Gilbert  Stuart,  1879, 
p.  107,  records  a  portrait  of  Washington  owned  by  the  Phillips  family 
of  North  Andover,  Mass.,  who  claimed  that  it  "was  painted  by  Stuart 
for  Francis  Lightfoot  Lee  of  Virginia".  The  present  picture  is  evidently 
the  portrait  referred  to.  An  affidavit  by  the  last  owner,  Miss  Pauline 
Willis,  a  great-great-grand  daughter  of  I.ieut.-Gov.  Samuel  Phillips 
of  Andover,  dated  July  28,  1924,  recites  that  the  portrait  had  descended 
in  her  family  {vide  supra)  from  Lieut.-Gov.  Phillips,  to  whom  it  was 
presented  in  1796  by  Francis  Lightfoot  Lee  of  Virginia.  Gov.  Phillips 
was  the  founder  of  the  Phillips  Andover  Academy,  which  was  attended 
bj  the  two  sons  of  the  President's  nephew,  William  Augustus  Washing- 
ton, and  also  by  the  two  sons  of  Richard  Henry  Lee,  the  signer,  brother 
of  Francis  Lightfoot  Lee.  A  very  close  friendship  existed  between  the 
Lee  boys  (one  of  whom  died  shortly  after  entering  Princeton)  and  the 
Phillips  family.  Before  his  death  the  elder  boy  requested  that  some 
remembrance  of  him  be  given  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Phillips  and  their  son; 
and  there  is  some  ground  for  the  belief  that  the  Lee  portrait  of  Wash- 
ington was  presented  to  the  Phillips  family  as  the  result  oi  young  l  ee's 
dving  request.  A  full  account  of  the  historical  background  of  the  picture 
appears  in  a  brochure  on  the  portrait  written  by  Mr.  Frederick  V.

shown  a  photograph  of  the  portrait  after  a  careful  cleaning,  he  endorsed 
it  in  a  letter  in  the  following  terms:  "in  my  opinion  unmistakably  an 
original  portrait  by  Stuart.  It  is  of  a  type  known  to  me  as  the  'Betts 
type'  from  its  resemblance  in  the  head  to  a  three-quarter-length  portrait 
of  Washington  in  uniform,  long  in  the  possession  of  the  Betts  family 
on  Long  Island,  and  of  which  type  there  is,  in  Philadelphia,  at  least 
one  other  bust  portrait.  Of  these  three  portraits  yours  seems  to  me  the 
best  ..."  The  picture  has  further  been  authenticated  as  a  genuine 
work  by  Gilbert  Stuart  by  the  expert  Mr.  Theodore  Bolton  in  a  letter 
dated  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  18,  192+ ;  by  Mr.  Albert  Rosenthal  of  Phila- 
delphia, in  an  article  in  the  Philadelphia  Public  Ledger  of  Feb.  17,  1924; 
by  Mr.  Royal  Cortissoz  in  the  Neni  York  Herald  Tribune,  Oct.  5,  1924; 
and  by  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Clarke.  As  against  these  critics  there 
may  be  set  off  the  negatory  opinions  of  Mr.  John  Hill  Morgan  and  Mr. 
Mantle  Fielding,  who,  however,  have  not  seen  the  picture  (reference, 
vide  supra).  The  opinions  concerning  the  picture  refer  unanimously 
to  the  fine  preservation  and  condition  of  the  portrait;  and  some  interest- 
ing details  concerning  the  technical  aspects  of  the  painting  are  to  be 
found  in  Mr.  Theodore  Bolton's  letter,  which  is  reprinted  in  Mr. 
Sherman's  brochure.  This  is  the  first  Washington  portrait  of  the 
Vaughan  type,  showing  the  right  side  of  the  face,  to  be  offered  at  public 
sale  since  the  sale  of  the  Vaughan  picture  in  1912  in  Philadelphia.
